BARGAIN PLEASES. 


France is delighted with the bar- 
gain that Viviani- made for her 
with America. She has obtained the 
immediate support of the United 
States on the reparations issue and 
has given only remote promises of 
sympathy with America’s conten 
tions in the Yap controversy and of 
ultimate undertakings to iy her 
debts. What the American stand 
toward the new French plan is must 
still be determined. 

As long as German labor and 
money were being used to repair the 
devastated regions of Northern 
France, America could not com- 
plain, but her interest in the new 
project is greater. It is to this that 
France hopes to win her assent. 
Upon the developments of the next 
few weeks, the consensus of opinions 
here is, the fate of Europe de- 
pends. 

As now being worked over by 
French experts, Briand’s plan is not 
radically different from the outline 
cabled on April 17: Particular at- 
tention is being paid to the meas- 
ures to bring pressure to bear on 
Germany and force her to accept the 
responsibility of payment. Nvery 
ton of Ruhr coal that is sent to 
other parts of Germany or is sold 
to neutral countries will be taxed in 
gold. 

It is thought that this feature 
will be particularly pleasing to the 
English because it would help to 
maintain the market price of coal.

HICAGO WOMAN’S DEATH 
HERE IS INVESTIGATED. 


Body Sent East in Sealed Casket is 
Examined by Officials There; 


The body of Miss Vance was ex- 
humed in Chicago yesterday by Cor- 
oner Peter M. Hoffman from a grave 
in Rose Hill Cemetery. The Coroner 
stated that a chemical analysis of the 
‘stomach will require two weeks, and

If, as is so often 
the case, those laws of civic expansion mul- 
tiply many times the value of long-held 
property in a certain area the holders of 
that property, when it is clear that the time 
is ripe, take their multiplied gains and re- 
invest them in some other location more 
appropriate to their needs. No one be- 
grudges them such gains.

APAN’S WORRIES. . 

From this distance it is difficult to de 
termine whether Japan is suffering from a 
severe case of Jingoism or it is only an at- 
tack of chilblains. Press dispatches report 
that she has called home all her young men 
from the Philippine, East Indian and South 
Sea islands for military training. . Diverse 
opinions are expressed about the meaning 
of this rather remarkable decree to be is- 
sued in time of peace. Some assume that 
she is preparing for an act of aggression, 
either toward the United States or the Rus- 
sian soviets; others believe, with apparent- 
ly equal Cause, that Japan fears she is about 


to be attacked by a powerful neighbor and | 


is preparing for the national defense. 

During recent months there has been a 
feverish building activity in the Japanese 
navy yards, where capital ships and battle 
cruisers are being rushed to early comple- 
tion. At the same time, the Japanese 
forces in Russian Siberia have been greatly 
strengthened; and it is possible that the 
latest conscription order was felt to be nec- 
essary to protect Japanese interests on the 
continent from possible Bolshevik attacks. 
intention to launch an eastern offensive 
that will drive all the Japanese in Siberia 
into the ocean. Japan occupies a great 
deal of territory that has never been ceded 
to her by a Russian government, and a 
clash between the two powers ts not un- 
likely. 

But we must not be blind to the fact that 
Japan has been considerably perturbed by 
recent notes received from our own govern- 
ment relative to the final disposition of the 
island of Yap. Japan exercises complete 
supervision over the island by reason of 


a mandate issued by the League of Nations. 


Secretary Hughes has declined to recognize 
the validity of that mandate, asserting that 
our country secured rights there by reason 
of conquest and that those rights cannot be 
disposed of without our consent. 

Despite the protest of our State Depart- 
ment the Japanese government treats Yap 
as though it were de facto Japanese terri- 
tory. It has refused categorically to grant 
equal rights to other nations on the island, 
refusing to permit an American company 
to establish a free cable station. It is the 
manifest intent of the Japanese to retain 
a monopoly over cable communication with 
the Far East. For some reason they set 
great store by this control; and it is pos- 
sible that they are fearful lest the protests 


» made by our government should be followed 


by hostile action. 

There is nothing in the dispatches to indi- 
cate that Japan is preparing to take the 
aggressive. All the appeals to patriotism 
made in the Japanese Parliament are calls 
upon the people to prepare themselves to 
resist attack. It is plain that her states- 
men are apprehensive concerning the atti- 
tude of both this country and Russia. The 
Japanese pursued an intolerent policy in the 


Far East during the World War, driving | 
hard bargains with her own Allies; and it 
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is very likely that the government is grow- 
ing fearful of retributive justice. 
Curiously enough, there are a few timid 
Americans who continue to fear a raid by 
Japanese ships upon the Pacific Coast. They 
imagine that the Japs are vain enough to 
believe they could engage the armies and 
navies of the United States successfully. 
The Times has never thought that the Japa-
